doughnuts at all. They are cook¬ 
ed in a special pan called an 
xbleskivepande. This is a special 
pan which is also useful for 
cooking Danish rissoles and 
whole tomatoes. The Danish 
name literally means ‘apple 
slices', and comes from the cust¬ 
om of placing a piece of apple 
in the centre of each Danish 
doughnut, but they are also very 
tasty without the apple, if dipped 
in icing sugar. 

You Will Need— 

4V2 oz. plain flour 
Vz tsp. baking powder 

1 tsp. ground cardamom or 

grated lemon rind 
V 2 cup milk 
3 tblspns. beer 

2 eggs, separated 

2 oz. melted butter 
1 tblspns. granulated sugar 
‘A tsp. salt 
butter for frying 
icing sugar 

Sift the flour and baking pow¬ 
der and add the cardamom or 
lemon rind. Stir in the milk, 
beer, egg yolks and melted but¬ 
ter. Add the granulated sugar and 
salt and stir to a fairly thick, 


smooth batter. Beat the egg 
whites until stiff and fold them 
lightly into the batter. 

Pour a little butter for frying 
into each cup of the heated 
doughnut pan and then fill the 
cups two-thirds full with batter. 
Cook over a medium to strong 
heat for about 3 minutes, until 
the doughnuts are set under¬ 
neath. Turn them over with a 
metal knitting needle or skewer 
and finish cooking on the other 
side for 2-3 minutes, until they 
are golden all over. Serve hot 
with icing sugar. 

A teaspoon of jam or a thin 
slice of apple may be placed in 
the centre of each doughnut 
before turning it over.

they do not, as a rule, contain 
either garlic or wine, and their 
texture is, on the whole, more 
souffle-like than the French. 

Pig’s liver is excellent for pates, 
but calf’s liver is perhaps even 
better, though unfortunately 
it is more expensive. If you 
have a very obliging butcher, 
•perhaps he will mince the liver, 
pork and fat for you. In that 
case you only need to put the 
liver mixture through your own 
mincer once; alternatively, if you 
have no mincer, chop the rest of 
the ingredients finely before add¬ 
ing them to the meat mixture. 
An electric blender can also be 
used successfully. 

You Will Need— 

9 oz. pig's or calf’s liver 
9 oz. fillet or other lean cut 
of pork 
9 oz. pork fat 
1 medium-size onion, 
quartered 

3 large anchovy fillets or 
1 salt herring fillet 
IV 2 oz. butter 
IV 2 oz. plain flour 
IV 4 cups milk 
1 egg 
pinch salt 

pinch ground black pepper 
V 4 tsp. ground cloves 
V4tsp. ground allspice 
Wipe the liver with a damp 
cloth and dry. Cut the liver, 
pork and pork fat into small 
pieces. Render down a little of 
the pork fat in the oven, in an 
oblong mould or tin (a 2-lb. 
loaf tin is ideal), so as to coat the 
bottom and sides of the tin with 
a thin layer of fat. Put the cut 
liver, pork, remaining pork fat, 
onion and anchovies through a 
mincer 3-6 times according to 
how fine a texture you like your 
pate to have. 

Melt the butter in a saucepan 
and add the flour. Cook over low 
heat for 1-2 minutes before gra¬ 
dually adding the milk. Stir all 
the time and continue cooking 
until the mixture is thick and 
smooth. Add the minced liver 
mixture and stir. Remove from 
the heat and stir in the egg and 
spices. 

Pour into the fat-lined tin and 
place this in a baking pan with 
hot water to reach two-thirds of 
the way up the tin. Bake for 
about IV 2 hours in a warm to 
moderate oven. 

Test if the liver pate is done 
by plunging a metal skewer into 
the centre of the pate and check¬ 
ing to see if it comes out clean. 

If you like a nice brown crust 
on top of the pate, remove the 
water-filled baking pan from the 
oven for the last 15 minutes and 
bake the pate on its own for this 
time. Leave the plate to cool 
down in the tin before serving. 


YELLOW PEA SOUP 
WITH PORK 


Lena was sick, so Ole took 
her to the doctor who prescribed 
a trip to the beach for some 
ocean air. Instead, Ole, who was 
very thrifty, stayed at home and 
fanned her with a lutefisk. 


This is perhaps the most popular 
winter soup in Scandinavia. The 
meat stock can be made from 
either slightly salted pork or ham, 
but is also delicious if it comes 
from cooking Salt Goose, Salt 
Duck or Rolled Veal Sausage. 
The Danish version differs slight¬ 
ly from those of Norway and 
Sweden. In Sweden Yellow Pea 
Soup is said to be on the menu 
in many restaurants every Thurs¬ 
day during the winter season, 
traditionally followed by pan¬ 
cakes and jam. 

You Will Need- 

12 oz. dried yellow peas 
5 cups boiled, cold water 

2- 3 lbs. slightly salted belly 

of pork (in one piece) 
5-7V2 cups water 
bouquet garni 
2 leeks 
8 shallots 
8 oz. potatoes 
Vz celeriac, peeled 

3- 4 carrots 

fresh or dried thyme to taste 

Rinse the peas and soak them 
overnight in some of the boiled 
water. Bring the peas quickly to 
the boil in the same water in 
which they were soaked. Skim 
the soup very well and le?ve it to 
simmer, covered with a lid, for 
1-2 hours, until the peas are 
tender; rub them through a 
sieve. 

Meanwhile, place the piece of 
pork in another saucepan with 
the remainder of water (if very 
salty, soak for a couple of hours 
first). Bring the pork to a boil 
and skim very well. Cut the green 
tops off the leeks and tie them 
up with the bouquet garni. Add 
to the meat and cook for 1-1V 4 
hours until amost tender. Add 
the onions, potatoes, celeriac, 
carrots and the remainder of the 
leeks and cook until tender. 

Remove the vegetables, slice 
the onions and leeks and dice the 
other vegetables. 

When tender, remove the pork 
from the soup and keep it warm. 
Discard the bouquet garni, skim 
the fat off the soup and stir the 
pea puree into the soup. It should 
have a thick, creamy consistency. 

Remove the stalks from the 
thyme and crumble the leaves be¬ 
tween the fingers; add to the 
soup. Replace the vegetables and 
heat the soup thoroughly with¬ 
out boiling. 

Note— If yellow peas are cooked 
in a pressure cooker, allow 10-15 
minutes at 15 lb. pressure. They 
need not then be rubbed through 
a sieve.

Mixing tires is dangerous 


The Transporation Safety 
Branch of Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion has issued a warning to Al¬ 
berta drivers that the mixing of 
radial tires with conventional 
bias tires can be dangerous be¬ 
cause of handling characteristics. 

“The problem of tire mix is 


most serious on automobiles, 
pick-up trucks and vans when 
radial tires are mounted on the 
front steering axle and conven¬ 
tional bias or bias-belted tires on 
the rear axle", said Don Kuch- 
inski, director of the Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Branch. 

“Mixing tires of different con¬ 
struction on the same axle is 
even more dangerous”, he said. 
“Use of very wide tires on the 
steering axle with conventional 
width tires on the rear should 
also be avoided”. 

Motorists should keep these 
facts in mind now that we have 
come to the time of the year 
when winter tires are being 
bought or mounted. Improper 
tire mixes affect vehicle handling 
and the ability of a driver to con¬ 
trol and could cause serious ac¬ 
cidents.

Adventure-seekers find a new and exhilarating experience in the Far 
North of Finland on a reindeer “safari”. The caravan of reindeer- 
drawn sleighs (above) wends its way through a valley of crunchy 
white snow in the wilderness of Finnish Lapland, above the Arctic 
Circle, as snow-packed “fell” (hill) to the right adds a dramatic touch 
to the landscape. Though the trek into the wilderness is far from 
civilization, Lapp guides are fantastically expert in leading the groups 
to their ultimate destination. 


If you're lucky enough to 
take a winter vacation this year 
and you’re hooked on winter 
sports, then you can stop won¬ 
dering where to go! 

Try Finland! If you’ve never 
been there — even if you have — 
you’ll chalk up a holiday that’s 
both different and stimulating. 

The temperature there is mod¬ 
erate, the snow is white and 
crisp, and the air fresh, unpol¬ 
luted and as clear as you’ll find 
anywhere on earth.

various entry classes. The start¬ 
ing groups fall into the elite 
class (first-class skiers who fin¬ 
ished between 301 and 800 in 
last year's race); the tourist class 
for the fun skiers; and the Sun¬ 
day group for skiers who do not 
consider skiing so important. 

Everyone who races and 
comes in at the finish line re¬ 
ceives a certificate. Those who 
make it in record time are award¬ 
ed prizes. Best of all, it’s a fun 
race for everyone. (There is a 
nominal charge as an entry fee.) 
Reindeer Safari: 

Should you want a change of 
pace after the big ski, you can 
try your hand at ice-fishing or 
ice-skating, or for a brand-new 
thrill, how about a “reindeer 
safari”? This is not only a singu¬ 
lar experience in the Far North 
of Finnish Lapland, above the 
Arctic Circle, but after this ex¬ 
pedition you’ll have a conversa¬ 
tion piece that will captivate 
audiences for months after you • 
return home. 

During the 1978 season two 
separate series of safaris will take 
off into the wilderness of North¬ 
ern Finland. On each, partici¬ 
pants are assigned their own

sleigh and reindeer. Experienced 
Lapp guides accompany the ad¬ 
venturers on the thrill-packed 
trek. One series is a nine-day 
escorted tour which begins in 
New York with departures March 
10, 13 and April 7. 

The second series, which a 
Finnish tour operator originated 
seven years ago, departs from 
Helsinki. You fly to Rovaniemi 
and return to the Finnish capital 
after the caravan completes its 
journey. Each of these safaris is 
of five days-four nights duration, 
departing Helsinki March 8, 15, 
18, with a “Great Safari” of six 
days-five nights leaving Helsinki 
March 11. The last, with the 


extra day, allows participation 
in a rare Lady Day Festival in the 
Far North. 

The price for each of these 
three tours is about $635; the 
"Great Safari”, about $685. On 
these four safaris, skis, ski poles 
and boots will be loaned free to 
participants who want to do 
some cross-country skiing while 
in the wilderness. The stay at the 
northern reaches of Lapland, 
starting point of the actual safari, 
will be a comfortable tourist 
hotel (double occupancy); then 
in a log cabin with sauna for the 
one night in the wilderness. 

The program includes all do¬ 
mestic flights, Lapp guides, ac¬ 


commodations in first-class and 
tourist hotels, the one night in 
the wilderness, full board, sight¬ 
seeing, farewell dinner in Lap- 
land, etc. A “reindeer driving 
license” will be awarded to all 
participants. A certificate attest¬ 
ing you’ve made it to the Arctic 


Circle is also available for a 
minimal charge. 

Time for Play: 

There’s time for play, too, on 
this winter holiday. Nightlife in 
Finland is big, even in Lapland. 
Don’t be surprised to hear strains 
of hustle or rock music coming 
from one of the nightclubs up 
there. Finns, no matter where 
they live, love to dance. In Hel¬ 
sinki you’ll find loads of cabarets 
and supper clubs packed with 
action till the wee hours of the 
morning. The Hesperia, one of 
the posh hotels, has a fantastic 
discotheque. 

Helsinki's National Opera 
House, Finlandia Hall and the 
National Theatre provide cultur¬ 
al fare for those who choose this 
kind of entertainment. 

And there are restaurants 
galore to explore, from cozy, 
intimate hide-aways and bistros 
to the more elegants and sump¬ 
tuous dining and dancing places. 
Restaurant cuisine ranges from 
Finnish delicacies to Balkan, 
Spanish, Chinese, Russian and 
French food, among others. If 
you pine for a steak, you can 
even find a juicy porterhouse. 

Before you start for home, be 
sure to save some time for shop¬ 
ping. There are excellent buys 
in textiles, glassware, silver and 
gold jewellery, both costume and 
genuine, the famous rya rugs, 
and furs. You don't want to be 
saddled with dragging packages 
home? Shop at the leading de¬ 
partment stores and they’ll ship 
them to you, with a 14% dis¬ 
count to boot.

As we all learned in our his¬ 
tory lessons, prehistoric man one 
day discovered fire by accident¬ 
ally rubbing two sticks together 
over some dry moss. This, the 
greatest discovery until the in¬ 
vention of the wheel, probably 
helped the human species to sur¬ 
vive its rigorous beginnings. Fire, 
therefore, is one of the reasons 
why you and I are walking a- 
round today. 

Over the world, and over the 
centuries, man has kept warm 
using the materials most readily 
available. The ancient Egyptians, 
living in a treeless land, turned 
straw and stubble left over from 
harvesting. Shepherds burned 
manure; the Irish, peat moss 
from the bogs of Ireland; but 
where trees were plentiful a wood 
fire was the most popular source 
of home heating. 

Fire Moved Indoors 

When the fire moved indoors, 
the first fireplaces were just that 
— a place for a fire; simply an 
area of the earthen floor, usually 
in the centre of the room. Later 
stone slabs were used. This fire

had no walled sides, back or top, 
and, of course, no- chimney. 
(Chimneys were, incredibly, in¬ 
dented long after the fireplace.) 

So the early house was built 
with a peaked ceiling (as the 
Indian teepee for the same pur¬ 
pose). The smoke billowed heart¬ 
ily up towards a simple smoke- 
vent opening, fitted with a pole- 
operated lid to be opened when 
the fire was burning. Later the 
vent was topped by a little steep¬ 
le structure with side openings, 
called a smoke louvre, which 
also served to shield the vent 
from rain and snow. 

The system was smoky, but 
effective, and the family could 
all gather round the open hearth. 
Of course, cooking on the wood 
fire was also accomplished (no 
mean feat if any of you have 
tried spit-roasting a bird or roast). 
For soup or stews an iron pot 
would be suspended over the 
hearth from an overhead beam.

lative Assembly. Once the appli¬ 
cation is approved, the congre¬ 
gation will be asked to elect 
from its membership a Manage¬ 
ment Committee to oversee the 
functions of this project.

SAS marks first 

transarctic 

flight 

November 19-20 marked the 
25th anniversary of the world's 
first transarctic flight by a com¬ 
mercial airliner. The historic 
flight was the delivery of Arild 
Viking, Scandinavian Airline’s 
first DC-6B from the Douglas 
factory in California. 

The flight from Los Angeles 
via Edmonton and Thule, Green¬ 
land, to Copenhagen was the 
first in a series of exploratory 
flights prior to the opening of 
the first scheduled air service be¬ 
tween Europe and the U.S. West 
Coast by SAS two years later. 

SAS began its pioneering work 
to develop commercial transarc¬ 
tic flights in 1947. The maiden 
flight of Arild Viking tested new 
concepts in navigation over a 
region where classical navigation 
is impossible because of the mag¬ 
netic North Polf, the polar twi¬ 
light and the lack of direction as 
meridians converge at the Pole.

A history of the fireplace

up into the hood and out through 
the short Chimney — along with 
about 70% of the heat! How¬ 
ever, radiant heat from the fire 
was reflected into the room by 
the masonry walls and the hood, 
as it heated, contributed more 
warmth. The ’peis’ was often 
built with walk-around space at 
the back of it to circulate more 
heat. There was a considerable 
reduction in room smoke, thanks 
to the hood, and it was a boon 
to the housewife after the messi¬ 
ness of the open hearth. 
Enormous Fireplaces 

In the 14th Century enor¬ 
mous fireplaces with chimneys 
began to appear in the great 
castles and stately houses of the 
nobility of England, Europe and 
Scandinavia. These fireplaces 
were usually built centred along 
a room wall and, as with the 
‘peis’, the rooms were no longer 
smoke-filled, the hearth was ti¬ 
dier; but once again only about 
10 % of the fire heated the room 
and the rest went up the chim¬ 
ney. 

These massive fireplaces of 
the great baronial halls — im¬ 
pressive, but badly designed — 
used wood at a fearsome rate, 
which caused Elizabeth I of Eng¬ 
land to pass firewood conserva¬ 
tion laws. Thus the burning of 
coal for fire heat came into 
fashion. 

Fuel 

The change of fuel, however, 
did nothing to improve the heat¬ 
ing of those ball-room-sized halls 
of the noblemen. The surge of 
hot, combustible gases and smoke 
up the many chimneys caused 
massive down-drafts of air 
through the halls, and so furni¬ 
ture was designed accordingly to 
keep the fireside sitter’s back 


were built directly against the 
chimney wall of the house so the 
animals could share the warmth. 

The chimneyed fireplace was ' 
here to stay, and many refine¬ 
ments and modifications were to 
be designed and re-designed into 
it over the centuries. 

Circulating Fireplaces 

Circulating fireplaces, for ex¬ 
ample, were in use over 300 
years ago, the first one believed 
to be one at the Louvre Palace in 
Paris. From a 1579 design by a , 
Paris physician, it raises the 
floor level, allowmcplfr to circu¬ 
late under, behind, upland over 
the fire. The air entered through 
openings near the bottom of the 
fireplace, moving upward by nat¬ 
ural convection as it expanded 
with heat gathered in passing 
under a metal hearth and behind 
the metal back-plate of the fire 
chamber. The heated air then 
flowed into the room through 
openings below the mantle. An¬ 
other Frenchman named Gauger 
later added the idea of circulat¬ 
ing air through ducts from out¬ 
side and, more importantly, he 
rebuilt the inside of his fire¬ 
place in the form of an ellipse, 
reflecting maximum heat into 
the room. Although the drawing 
of air from outside by Gauger’s 
method never became widespread, 
his inside re-shaping of the fire¬ 
place walls became readily ac¬ 
cepted. 

Revolutionary Changes 

Around 1759 revolutionary 
changes in fireplace design were 
invented by an American, Count 
Rumford, the most dramatic of 
which was the narrowing of the 
“throat” where the fireplace 
merges with the chimney, thus 
slowing excessive draft, reducing 
heat loss and improving room 
warming. The “smoke-shelf" he 
invented blocks down-drafts and 
falling soot; in addition the re¬ 
flective back angles and shallow 
hearth are features you will find

in a modern fireplace today. 
Count Rumford, born Benjamin 
Thompson, lived in England for 
a spell in his military career, and 
presumably inspired by draughty 
English homes, he began to study 
home heating. 

As so often happens, history 
barely remembers the name of 
Count Rumford and his clever 
modifications; instead fireplace 
fame falls to his Philadelphia 
countryman, Benjamin Franklin, 
who, around 1844, designed the 
Franklin fireplace. 

Benjamin Franklin's Fireplace 
A free-standing, metal, box¬ 
like unit, originally, called the 
'Pennsylvania Fireplace’, it not 
only radiated heat directly from

from freezing, whilst his front 
roasted and his toes developed 
chilblains! Hence the wing-back 
chair and the tapestry screen 
still used today in Britain. 

In America, settlers having 
to face harsh New England win¬ 
ters with subzero temperatures, 
let their fireplaces blaze with 
wood heat. They too used tre¬ 
mendous amounts of wood, but 
the forests seemed illimitable, 
land had to be cleared anyway 
for farming, so the original for¬ 
ests of New England literally 
vanished into smoke. 

Farther south, in the Phila¬ 
delphia area, many of the colon¬ 
ists were German, and in Penn¬ 
sylvania they were Dutch. Both 
built huge, walk-in fireplaces 
with built-in ovens. Their stables

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the fire, but also through its 
metal front panels. The wood had 
more time to burn thoroughly in 
the firebox, while hot air and 
gases passed through a circuitous 
path to emerge, toasty warm, 
into the room. 

Concerned with the ill-venti¬ 
lated, stuffy rooms of his day, 
and the hot air escape loss up 
chimneys, Franklin’s inventive 
mind came up with this, his re¬ 
volutionary fireplace. He observ¬ 
ed that wood burned in long 
tongues, therefore wasting much 
of its heat up the chimney in¬ 
stead of it warming the room; 
this is why he contained the fire 
within a firebox. 

There was a false back in the 
box — a plate or hollow wall 
halfway back into the stove. 
Flame and smoke had to pass 
around the centre baffle, thereby 
giving the wood more time to 
burn thoroughly. The cast-iron 
shell radiated warm air into the 
room, and sometimes cold air 
was drawn up from the cellar to 
circulate. 

Today his free-standing fire¬ 
place survives almost in its origi¬ 
nal design inside, although the 
outer casing now varies in flights 
of fancy from Old Pennsylvania 
to Space Age Modern. 

Inside of Fireplace Changed 

And although the traditional 
fireplace never changed outward¬ 
ly in appearance — except to 
shrink from the gargantuan mas¬ 
terpieces of castle halls to the 
neat, modern living-room variety, 
the inside of the fireplace under¬ 
went a quiet revolution. 

To economize when using 
your existing masonry fireplace, 
you can install the Northern 
Fireplace Insert, a Jet Heater 
serving as a furnace in the fire¬ 
place. The jet heater will not only 
highly improve the fireplace ef¬ 
ficiency, but will also improve 
the air control and give you more 
value for your heating dollar. 

When building a new fireplace 
the best solution is to install a 
Northern Heatliner, which is a 
double-walled, metal masonry 
fireplace liner. Rather like the 
metal firebox of Benjamin Frank¬ 
lin, however, it works on the 
principle of existing heated air 
conservation, providing hot air 
circulation. 

The Northern Heatliner takes 
fresh air from outside the house, 
circulates it through a heat ex¬ 
changer, and discharges the heat¬ 
ed air into the room through 
vents below the mantle shelf. 
The temperature of the heated 
air reaches 300 deg. F., so it is 
rather like a blast of hot air from 
an oven or furnace. 

The installation of a Northern 
Heatliner doesn’t alter the ap¬ 
pearance of the fireplace in any 
way, yet it provides unseen, 
super-efficient heating, fuel-sav¬ 
ing, energy conservation and 
fresh air. 

Focal Point 

What does home mean to 
each of us? Now, at holiday 
time, whether we journey back 
home in reality, or only in our 
minds, we will remember all our 
family seated in a warm room. 
To many of us the memory will 
be of a blazing fireplace, with 
soft lighting and the Christmas 
tree glittering in a far corner. 
So for most, the fireplace is the 
focal point of family life. In 
fact, the word ‘focus’ is the 
Latin word for hearth. 

Will the fireplace ever become 
obsolete, as did the horse and 
buggy, the steam train, the flat 
iron, the penny farthing? Indeed 
not: the fireplace will survivie as 
long as man does. 


It is well known that Amy 
Carter, 10-year-old daughter of 
U.S. President Carter, is fond of 
animals. Her winning way with 
them was in evidence last month 
when a pair of young reindeer 
was sent to her as a Christmas 
gift in an expression of goodwill 
and friendship from the City of

The choice deer were se¬ 
lected from Korkeasaari Zoo in 
Helsinki, where they were born 
last May. 

Amy, accompanied by her 
mother, received the deer — the 
eight-month-old female named 


Salla, and male Anta — at the 
Ellipse, the park adjacent to the 
White House, in a brief ceremony. 

Erik Hellqvist, Minister Coun¬ 
selor of the Finnish Embassy, 
and Kari Johilehto, Director of 
The Finland National Tourist 
Office, North America, made the 
formal presentation on behalf of 
the Finnish people. 

The President’s daughter then 
stepped into the enclosure in 
which the reindeer were kept 
temporarily, and with confidence 
offered feed provided by the 


National Zoo. Both ate from 
Amy’s extended hand, rare for 
untamed animals, according to 
zoo officials. 

The deer will be turned over 
to the National Zoo for perma¬ 
nent residency, where Amy and 
all other visitors can see them. 

Dr. William Xanten, curator 
of large mammals at the zoo, ex¬ 
pressed pleasure at receiving the 
specimen of deer, stating it is ex¬ 
pected that a new strain of deer 
will be introduced to the zoo 
through those from Finland. 


ANTI-INFLATION 
PROGRAM NOTICE 

The Alberta Government announced on November 9, 1977 that it will not 
extend the Alberta Temporary Anti-Inflation Measures Act and the 
Alberta-Canada Anti-Inflation Agreement beyond their expiry date at the end 
of this year. (In October 1975, Alberta had agreed to apply the federal 
Anti-Inflation Act and national guidelines to the Province’s public sector.) 


The following public sector organizations and their employees will be among those affected by this 
decision not to extend the Province's participation in the federal anti-inflation program: 

• departments, boards, agencies, and corporations of the provincial government; 

• municipal governments, including cities, towns, villages, municipal districts, and counties; 

• other public bodies performing a function of government in the province, including school boards 
and school districts — public and separate, drainage districts, irrigation districts, hospital districts, 
health units, regional and municipal planning commissions, public libraries, police commissions, 
public transit systems, and public parking authorities; 

• universities, colleges, and institutes of technology, 

• hospitals and nursing homes. 


Although this policy change takes effect December 31, 1977, not all Alberta public sector 
groups will be removed from anti-inflation controls at the same time. The dates of removal will in 
fact coincide with the end of "guideline years", as defined by the federal anti-inflation regulations. 
Following are three examples; 

• If the guideline year for an Alberta public sector group ends on March 31. 1978, members of that 
group must adhere to the anti-inflation program until that date. Their new agreement or 
compensation plan, effective April 1, 1978, will not be subject to the anti-inflation program. 

• If a guideline year ends on December 31, 1977, the parties involved are subject to the controls 
program until that date. The new agreement or compensation plan beginning on January 1, 1978 
will not be subject to the anti-inflation program. 

• If a guideline year began on October 1, 1977, the parties involved are subject to the anti-inflation 
program until September 30, 1978. 


This provincial government decision does not apply to private sector 
employers and employees in Alberta.

Senior citizens housing 
contemplated 


BULLETIN BOARD 


We send out belated New 
Year’s greetings to all our read¬ 
ers with the hope that for each 
of you 1978 may become a year 
o; many new and joyful ex¬ 
periences. 

At Ansgar we are looking for¬ 
ward to an exciting year as we 
launch out into new and unex¬ 
plored areas. We invite all to 
come and join us and become a 
part of these new ventures. 

Our newest undertaking is to 
see if we are able to get Provinci¬ 
al approval for a Senior Citizens’ 
Housing Project. If you have 
been reading the local news¬ 
papers you will have noticed 
that a number of Churches in 
the city have entered into this 
type of project. We hope that we 
might be able to do the same 
from Ansgar. We would want to 
sponsor a housing project with a 
distinctly ‘Danish’, or at least 
Scandinavian, flavour. 

This is not as impossible as it 
might first appear, because Alber¬ 
ta Housing Corporation, in part¬ 
nership with Central Mortgage 
& Housing, buys the land, bears 
all the construction costs and 
operating costs. The sponsoring 
group does not invest any money 
at all; they supply a management 
committee of from 5 to 7 per¬ 
sons who oversee the operation 
of the project. They hire a man¬ 
ager, at government expense, 
who collects the rent and sees to 
the day-to-day operations. Each 
suite is a one-bedroom, fully- 
carpeted, furnished with a stove 
and fridge, containing about 600 
square feet of living space. Laun¬ 
dry facilities and lounge areas 
are supplied in proportion to the 
number of suites. 

These projects can be as small 
as 12 suites, and as large as 250 
suites — which is the case in the 
recently-opened Strathcona 
House on 80th Avenue just east 
of 109th Street. In order to de¬ 
termine how many suites we 
should plan for, we will be con¬ 
ducting a survey among Danish 
and Scandinavian people this 
winter and spring to see how 
many people would be interested 
in living in this kind of an apart¬ 
ment project. 

The location of such a hous¬ 
ing project depends somewhat 
upon where there is land avail¬ 
able, as well as where we would 
prefer it to be. But in all cases 
these projects are built where 
there is good bus connection, 
and if possible close to a little ' 
park. Therefore we will also be 
asking interested persons in which 
part of the city they would pre¬ 
fer such a project.

The rental of these units will 
never exceed 30% of the tenant’s 
income, and all the utilities are 
included in the rental price, 
with the exception of phone and 
Cable TV, both of which are 
available at extra cost to the 
tenant.

One of the benefits of such a 
project is that we could bring 
some of our activities to our 
Seniors, rather than them having 
to come out in the cold weather.
